POLITICAL GROUPS IN GERMANY. 


Ex- Minister Phelps’ Impressions of the 
Result of the Elections. 


New YORK, Juneil7.—There is one Ameri- 
can at least who is closely watching the out- 
come of the German elections. This is Wm. 
Walter Phelps, ex-Minister from the United 
States to the Kaiser's court. He has recently 
returned from Berlin® He said to-day: 

»The Social Democrats seem to have 
elected a number of candidates in Ber- 
lin. This is not surprising, as Berlin is 
the stronghold of the Social Democrats. 
It would seem that in the election 
very few of the Liberal ‘candidates 
have been successful. On account of the 
rather foolish rule which denies the validity 
of any election unless the candidate has re- 
ceived the majority of all the votes cast, I 
am inclined tothink there are not so many 
Social Democrats re-elected as is reported, 
but that, becausein the first election they 
have received a much larger vote than any 
other candidate, careless reporters have an- 
nounced their election. 

In nearly all the districts with which I am 
familiar there were at leastthree candidates 
—a Social Democrat, a Liberal and a Conserv- 
ative. Even in the Berlin districts the 
chances are that the Conservative candidate, 
whiie he got fewer votes, would get enough 
to keep the majority from the Social Demo- 
cratsandto require a second election. In 
this second election it would often happen 
that the Conservative would withdraw, di- 
recting his friends to throw their votes to 
the Liberal candidate, and in this way insure 
the election of a Liberal as the lesser of two 
evils. 

„If in Berlin, where there is rarely any 
chance for anybody except a Social Democrat 
or a Liberal being elected, Conservative can- 
@idates run for such purposes you may im- 
agine that in the country and in districts 
where no party has an overwhelming 
strength there is great confusion when four, 
five or six candidates, representingas many 
different parties, are in the feld. One must 
always remember in getting first news ora 
German election that, outside of the great 
cities, where the laboring population makes 
certain of the districts almost certainly Dem- 
ocratic, there are sure to be many candi- 
dates.

Cialist, said: *‘At the last election the Social- 
ists gained twenty-four seats, but that was

Ofcourse a corresponding — in this 
election could. not be expected. he Social - 
ists will, probably, gain five to ten addl- 
tional members in the Reichstag, principally 
in large cities and manufacturing centers.

FROM THE POPE. 


Three Important Documents Will Be 
Received in America To-Day. 


Rome, June 17.—Three important docu- 
ments left the Vatican June 6. One goes 
to Cardinal Gibbons, one to Archbishop 
Corrigan and one to Archbishop Ire- 
land. They are due in America to-morrow. 
They bear upon questions late in dispute. 
The documents entirely approve Mgr. Satol- 
li’s advice, leaving him practically the papal 
legate for the future. The Pope counsels 
Archbishop Corrigan toinsist on Catholic ed- 
ucation for Catholic children, patriotism and 
obedience to thecivil authorities wherever 
compatible with Christian duty. The letter 
to Cardinal Gibbons orders watchful care 
over priests and the schools, and has a shade 
of reproof on the Archbishop Ireland ques- 
tion, eéulogizes the Cardimal’s conduct 
and praises the faith of American Catholics. 
The supreme pontiff congratulates the Car-

THROUGHOUT ENGLAND. 


An Porticns of the Continent Dry Weather 
Bas Ruined the Forage Crops—Some 
Disiricts May Lose Their Flooks and 
Herds by Famine—Preparations for ths 
Royal Weddinz—The Princs of Wales 


Declined. 


Loxpor, June 17.—It is a question whether 
Ascot, with all its gaities, or the cholera, 
with its persistent inroads, has filled most 
the public eye during the week. Cholera re- 
ports from the south of France are distinctly 
bad. During the last week the disease 
spread more than during the eight weeks 
since it first found lodgment in those squalid 
towns. special reports furnished the Local 
Government Board here say that during the 
past few weeks there have been 500 cases in 
Southern France and 178 deaths. This week 
the plague has infected Limoges, Toulon, 
Prontignan and other French ports, slowly 
working its way upto Paris. The towns of 
Cette, Nimes, Alais and Montpelier are in a 
bad way and the number of deaths in each 
Varie’ from 8 to 16 daily. To add to the evil, 
one case of choleraic diarrhca occurred 
Tuesday herein London. It was that ofa 
young girland presented all the symptoms 
oftrue cholera. The doctors speak of it as 
choleraic diarrboœa and say the case was 
pure sporadic and that there is no danger of 
it spreading. 

However, with cholera fighting at fifty 
ports to get into the country, it is difficult 
to keep it out. The weather, too, has been 
hotanddry. For three days in London the 
thermometer has reached 84 and to-day 86 
deg. 

A WAIL FOR RAIN, 

From every section of the country goes up 
@ wall for rain. Hay and clover of last year’s 
growth are selling at the highest figures 
known at this season, and the prospect for 
market gardeners is very bad indeed. In 
several counties seed crops have been plowed 
up because they would not pay for the har- 
vesting. Hay and clover grass are so dried 
up they will hardly pay to cut. The drought 
is affecting towns also. In Glasgow the Town 
Council announces that there is a danger of 
water famine and a proposal has been made 
to shut off the supply at night from 
u until 5 o’clock, At Plymouth there is 
Only one day’s supply in the reservoir, wiile 
‘the amount flowing in is constantly dimin- 
ishing and is not equal to the demand. The 
Clitheroe authorities have prohibited wash- 
ing windows and waste of this kind. In 
parts of the continent much the same 
condition of affairs prevails.

John A. Lee and Jerry Fruln Named as 
Police Commisstoners—Mr. Bell Says 
He Was Not An Applicant for the

After months of suspense, Goy. Stone yes- 
terday afternoon flied with Secretary of 
State Lesucur his St. Lotus appointments, 
As Police Commissioners he names Mr. John 
A. Lee, editor and publisher of the Jnterstate 
Grocer, and Mr. Jeremiah Fruin, Vice-Presi- 
dent of the Frain-Bambrick Construction 
Co. Nicholas M. Bell, Vice President of 
the Peper Tobacco Co. is named as Exctse 
Commissioner, and Capt. F. P. Bronaugh ts 
Coal Oll Inspector. The appointment of only 
two Police Commissioners created considera- 
ble gossip among local politicians. as it was 
generally understood that Gov. Stone would 
follow the course of his prelecessors and 
name a full board. Gov. e’s close friends 
in St. Louis give as a reason for the appoint- 
ment of only two commissioners that he had 
no desire to turn down Col. Dave Caruth, 
who was anxious to serve out his fall term, 

MR. BELL DECLARES HIMSELF. 

A representative of the PosT- DISPATCH was 
the first one to Inform Col. Nick Bell that he 
had been appointed excise commissioner, ‘‘It 
is something of a surprise to me, said Mr, 


Bell, as I was ont an applicant 
for the appointment, or for 
any other appointment as far as 


that is concerned. I have not been officially 
notified of my appointment, but when I am 
and take charge of my office I expect to ad- 
minister it rightly and show:no partiality to 
anyone. The office will be conducted 
on strictly business principles and, in the 
words of the publisher of a newspaper, my 
books will be open for inspection to all par- 
ties at all times. I consider ths office one of 
great importance, and I intend that it shall 
be conducted with credit to the city, 
and be as productive to St. Louis as the State 
lawmakers intended it should be. 

The act creating the office of Excise Com- 
missioner was passed by the Thirty-seventh 
General Assembly without an emergency 
ciause, hence Col. Bell does not relieve Col- 
lector Ziegenhein of the ‘*pull’’ end of his 
office until June 21. 

CAPT. BROXAUGH’S APPOINTMENT. 

The appointment of Capt. F. B. Bronaugh 
as Coal Oil Inspector was not a surprise to 
those who are intimately acquainted with 
Gov. Stone and the circumstances surround- 
ing the appointment. Capt. Bronaugh, 
while he can hardly be called a St. Louisan, 
has, forthree months past, been traveling 
out of this city in the interest of a commis- 
sion house. When Gov. Stone made his last 
race for Congress he was bitterly opposed by 
enemies in Southwest Missour!, whom he 
had made by defending the officiais of a 
bank in Nevada which had failed. Certain 
of the depositors made war upon him and it 
is possible; had not it been for Capt. 
Bronaugh, his brother and Warden Pace, he 
would have been defeated for the nomina- 
tion. when Mr. Stone was elected Governor, 
he would have, is said, 
pointed Capt. Bronaugh 
the Penitentiary, but 
one of his warmest friends would have no 
other appointment, consequently Capt. Bro- 
naugh failed to receive the coveted plum. 
It was given outat the time, however, that 
if he would remove to St. Louis there would 
be something good in store for him in the 
near future. Shortly after the appointment 
of the warden, Capt. Bronaugh moved to St. 
Louts with his family and has made St. Louis 
his home. Capt. Bronaush is not a politician, 
but a piain every day farmer, about og Agen 
of age, who has spent the most of his life on 
his farmin Cooper County, Mo. During his 
short residence in St. Louis he has not been in 
the city over two weeks at a time, and it 1s 
hardly probable that he is acquainted with 
100 citizens. He will now resign his posi- 
tion with the ‘‘commission’’ house, get ac- 
quainted with st. Loulsansand relieve Col. 
Griff Prather of his position July 1. 

THE POLICE COMMISSIONERS, 

When Mr. Jeremiah Fruin had learned of 
his appointment, he left his office in the Bell 
Telephone building and took a train for his 
home at Arloe Station, without so much as 
even making known his intentions to the 
gentiemen in his office. It is pretty generally 
understood, however, that he will accept the 
appointment, even though, as he claims, he 
was not an applicant. 

Mr. Fruin was born in Brooklyn, N. Y., and 
is60 years of age. After serving several 
years inthe warin the quartermaster’s de- 

artment under Col. Myers, he settied in 

t. Louis in 1861, engaging in tbe 
contracting business, In 1873 he formed a 
tty e with Col. W. U. Swift and 
the firm handled some of the largest con- 
tracts in St. Louis and the South. In 1881 
Mr. Bambrick, who has since died, was ad 
mitted to the rm and the company nearly 
doubled its business. After the death of Mr. 
Bambrick, and in 1885, the compeny was in- 
corporated as the Fruin-Bambrick Construc- 
tian Co., of which Mr. Fruin was made Vice- 
President, which office he holds to-day. 

Mr. John A. Lee was born in Fleming 
County, Ky., June 28, 1851, and is conse- 
quently nearing his 42d birthday. 

He was educated at Forest Home Academy, 
near Louisville, Ky., and read law while act- 
ing as Deputy Circuit Clerk of Fleming 
County. He never practiced law, however, 
but became acommercial traveler at the age 
of 22. For ten years he was on the road 
for New York, Louisville and St. 
Louis houses, aud then obtained a position 
as buyer for a leading St. Louis grocery 
house. Mr. Lee has since been closely iden- 
tified with the grocery interests of this city 
and is at present editor of the Interstate 
Grocer. Mr. Lee was elected National Presi- 
dent of the Travelers’ Protective Association 
of America last week; he is a director of the 
Western Commercial Travelers“ Association 
and an ex-President of the Office Men’s Club. 

Mr. Lee attributes his appointment to the 
influence of the commercial travelers, and 
takes it as a compliment tothe Knights of 
the Grip, and to the wholesale and retail 
mercantile and manufacturing interests of 
the State, as his indorsements were chiefly 
from. these sources. 

The appointments of Gov. Stone give satis- 
faction to the politicians, except in the ap- 
pointment of Capt. Bronaugh. 

Ed Devoy, who has been supposed to be 
close to Gov. Stone, when asked what he 
thought of the appointments said: ‘‘Bell as 
Excisé Commissioner could not be improved 
upon. The Police Commissioners, Fruin and 
Lee, are goon. hut I must confess i am dis- 
appointed in the Coal Ou Inspector, Bron - 
augh is not known. St. Louis pays big taxes 
and has plenty of good Democrats to fill the 
position without sending to Cooper County.

NOT ALLOWED TO LAND, 


The Etcamer Red Sea Has 800 Objection- 
able Passengers From Russie. 


New York, June 17.—The steamer Red Sea, 
which is coming here with 800 Russians 
aboard, will probably not be allowed to land 
her passengers when she arrives. Dr. Sen- 
ner, Commissioner of Immigration, was vis- 
ited to-day bya prominent shipping man, 
who said that his firm had been asked to 
become the consignees of the vessel.

AN EAXTHQUAKE PROPHET. 


Dr. Falb of Berlin Exp'ains His Theory 
About Ssismic Dis: urbanes. 


Special Correspondence BUNDAY PosT-DIsraATcH. 
VIENNA, June 8.—Dr. Rudolph Falb of Ber- 
lin, whose pradiction Of seismic disturb- 
ances was published in AMerica on the day 
before the Taute earthquake occurred, was 
in this city recently and explained to a lim- 
ited extent toyour correspondent the organ 
which enables him to foretell earthquakes, 
storms and other important things. 
Heis apparently able to foretell only the 
day on which seismie disturbances will occur 
and not to locate them very exactly. He has 
also a theory of the formation of storm cen- 
ters which he says is more correct than that 
generally in use, This will probably be of in- 
terest to Americans. 
Dr. Fald is a philologist of some reputation 
in Germany anduntil recently only gave his 
attention incidentally tothe earthquake)busi- 
ness, but his views are worthy of serious 
scientific consideration. He is aman of very 
advanced years, much gray hair, venerable 
appearance and very modest manner. 
As a sample of his success in detecting the 
approach ofearthquakes he showed a letter 
written by himseif on March 31 to the Tourist 
Clud of Vienna, in which he accepted their 
invitation to lecture about earthquakes. He 
adced, however, that he would like to defer 
the lecture until after April 12, as an earth- 
quake would occur by that time, which 
would aid him in giving them enlighten- 
ment. As amatterof fact, an earthquake 
occurred on April 8, and was felt all over 
Southern Hungary. But it occurred four 
days soonerthan the doctor expected. In 
regard to this he said: 
That is the usual way of earthquakes. 
Careful observations go to show that they in- 
variably take place a few days in advance of 
the time fixed by my theory. Thus the ter- 
rible earthquake felt in South America on 
Aug. 18, 1861, occurred exactly five days in 
advance of the time fixed according to my 
theory, while the equally celebrated one of 
Manella was four days inadvance. In making 
my last prediction i allowed four days, but 
it was stillaheadof me when it occurred. 
That was an exceptional case. However, I 
have a very pocetnts explanation in the great 
storms which broke out at the time and 
which, undoubtedly, exercised a great in- 
fluence on the subterranean gases and va- 
pors. My theory pretends to be only a theory 
at present. This year it may pass through 
a critical test which Will raise it to the level 
of a scientific system. 
Dr. Falbd entitles hig theory that of critical 
days. My prophecies,’’ he said, go back 
over a number of years and I must say the- 
results are very encouraging, as you can see 
froin the case of Laute and other masters to 
which I can refer you,...The) are always pub- 
lished from nine to twenty months in ad- 
Vance and they are in the main correct. 
„Jam aware of the desirability ot being 
able to foretell ordinary changes in the 
weathera few weeks beforehand with cer- 
tainty, and not as the weather bureaus at 
present doit. I have hopes, but can give no 
assurance in this respect. fhe movements 
of water are calculated toa nicety, but those 
ofair, upon which the weather depends in 
— analysis gre very sudden and capri- 
clous. 1 
**I first turned my attention to the sub- 
ect of seismic disturbances. in 1868, when 

founded a popular astronomical review 
called ‘Sirius.’ Inthe first number of that 
journal, which was published in January, 1 
said that on Feb. 7 the force of tidal attrac- 
tion would be strongest—and this is one of 
the foundations of my theory—and the influ- 
ence of the moon upon the earth and the 
weather ofthe planet would be capable of 
being proved. ‘Events showed that I was 
right, not merely in what I said, but in what 
Ithought, which I did. not care at that time 
to publish. Destructive storms and earth- 
quakes occurred throughout Europe. 

in the followin ear I published Ele- 
ments ofa Theory of Earthquakes and Vol- 
canic Eruptions.’ I held that they were 
caused by the action of tidal attractions 
which produces convulsions in the iaterior 
of the earth, 

After that I ventured to predict certain 
phenomena for the following August, and 
everything I predicted came true. Areguipa, 
Peru, was the center of soismic disturbance, 
ana the wave was felt from the Western 
coast of South America to Peru. After this I 
had no hesitation about Hing the dates of 
future earthquakes and storms, 

„»The data upon which I work consist 
mainly of the observations of the German 
Lee W arte in Hamburg, the central meteoro- 
logical observatory of Germany. These ob- 
servations were begun in 1876, 

I hola that the moon causes meteorolog- 
ical disturbances in our planet; that the rain 
increases when the combined tidal attrac- 
tion of sun and moon is strongest—this being 
acritical day—and that the occurrences of 
storms, earthquakes and voicanic eruptions 
are regulate by these critical days. 
Eclipses, likewise, play animportant part, 
because the combined tidal attraction of sun 
and moon is then at its highest. April 16 saw 
the last total eclipse of the century, and that 
was a Very critical day. 

I may say that English weather bears out 
my theory much more closely than that of 
continental Europe. Onthe snores of Lake 
Titicaco, in Peru, ou can watch the 
formation ofair whiris, water whirls and 
sand whirls, sometimes several hundreds 
at a time, on the sandy plain. They generally 
form at noon. Sometimes water and clouds 
join and the latter get filled. Two condi- 
tions must be present at the formation of an 
air whirl, 1. The atmosphere must be very 

ulet, motionless, and, 2, certain spots must 
show an excess of heat Over the general tem- 
perature. Then the air over the abnormally 
heated places ascends owingtoits smaller 
specific gravity, andthe place of the rising 
air is taken by currents from the cooler 
places around. Where the currents meet 
you notice a spiral movement, which re- 
sults from the action and reaction of the 
currents. As the movement increases the 
action changes from spiral to circular, and 
from the center the air is ejected in a cur- 
rent, which has far-reaching effects. These 
conditions are frequently produced by the 
Gulf stream. 

The direction ofall storm centers is to- 
ward the North Pole; that of the Gulf Stream 
also. Many yearsagol maintained that the 
moon exercises a great influence over the 
weather, The official theory is that in warm 
zones there is always an ascending atmos- 
pheric eurrent without any lunar influence. 
The air ascends and rushes towards the 
poles and its place is taken by colder cur- 
rents coming irom the poles, Where the 
currents meet the warm Vapor is condensed 
and falls down as rain. » Lastly, according to 
this theory, the atmospheric whirl is pro- 


uced. 
I maintain that lanar attraction must be 
taken into consideration, which causes the 


air to ascend with greater rapicity and force.

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A FATAL AFF RAT. 


Two Rival Saloon Men Fight and Both 
Are Hilled. 


Fort Warne, Ind., June 17.—A fatal shoot- 
ing affray occurred this evening at Edgerton, 
a small lumber town in the woods in Jackson 
Township, in this county, one-half mile this 
side of the Ohio State line, and the principals 
are now all in Ohio and defy arrest.

GOV. BTONE’S SELECTIONS. 


The St. Louis appointments have been 
made; the agony is over. Nicholas M. 
Bell, Jeremiah Fruin, John A. Lee and 
Fred P. Bronaugh at least are satisfied. 
Naturally the first positive information of 
Gov. Stone’s selections was received by the 
people of St. Louis through their favorite 
newspaper, the Post-DispatcH. How 
good the news is for them can only be de- 
termined after the men have been tried in 
office. The Governor might have taken 
more or less time and have done better or 
worse. 

We hope for the best in these appoint- 
ments, but in any event the Governor is 
personally responsible for the conduct of 
the offices. They represent his part in 


the municipal government of St. Louis. 


This is particularly true of the excise 
commissionership. That office, at the 
suggestion ahd under the advocacy of the 
Post-DisPATOH, was specially created and 
given into his control in order that the 
granting of saloon licenses might be wholly 
removed from corrupting political influ- 
ences and an effectual guard be placed 
upon the enforcement of the dramshop 
lawand thecollection of the dramshop 
revenue. Gov. Stone publicly acknowl- 
edged this responsibility and pledged 
himself to hold his appointee to strict ac- 
countability with penalty of prompt re- 
moval at the first evidence of inefficiency 
or irregularity. 

The people of St. Louis look to the 
Governor for the proper conduct of this 
office; they look to him for the proper 
management of the police department; 
they look to him for decency in the coal oil 
inspectorship which is the sole requisite 
for the little office with the biggest salary 
on the official list. He alone is answerable 
for results. 
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THE DECOYS OF SWINDLERS. 


The friends of ex-Gov. and Rev. IraJ. 
Chase of Indlana, who has been indicted 
for fraud and embezzlement in connection 
with the failure of the Dwiggins-Chase 
Bank at Greentown, seek to defend him 
on the ground that he was guilty of no in- 
tentional waong, but was made the tool of 
designing rascals. As a newspaper de- 
fender puts it: He (ex-Gov. Chase) was 
selected by sharpers because of his being 
an honest man whom the people had entire 
confidence in. : 

This quotation tells the whole story of 
the swindle perpetrated upon the people 
who dealt with the Greentown bank. It 
describes hundreds of other swindles of a 
similar kind. The promotors of the swind- 
ling bank schemes wanted an honest and 
respectable man in whom the people had 
confidence to serve as a decoy to attract 
victims into their trap. In the case of the 
Greentown bank they found an ex- minis- 
ter and ex-Governor who had the confi- 
dence of the people, and who agreed to let 
them make profitable use of that confi- 
dence in exchange for a part of their prof- 
its. He was paid for serving as the roper- 
in ofa gang of sharpers. Now when his 
friends have been fleeced he puts up the 
pitiful plea that he did no intentional 
wrong, that his wicked partners robbed 
them and he was a mere tool in their 
hands. 

This is a common plea in behalf of truly 
good men, who permit themselves to be 
used as the decoys of wicked partners. 
But can it be accepted in justification of 
their conduct in serving the purposes of 
rascality? When a man lends his name 
and reputation to an enterprise he guaran- 
tees its soundness and the honesty of the 
men who are associated with him. If he 
knows it to bea dishonest scheme and 
them to be sharpers he is a swindler. If he 
knows nothing of the buginess or of bis 
associates he gives a false guarantee. He 
sells the confidence of his fri : and his 


tion and « large share of thestock of a 
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business enterprise for the use of his 
name, but the honest old Admiral 
firmly declined on the ground that he 
wis not fitted forthe position he was of- 
fered and knowing nothing of the busi- 
ness could notin honor let his name be 
used to promote it. If we had more of 
this thorough honesty we would have 
legs of the swindling which has robbed 
innocent thousands and left a trail of moa · 
umental wrecks of fortunes and reputa~ 
tions. 

The promoters of swindling schemes 
cannot get along without respectable part- 
ners ag decoys. The trust schemes would 
have fallen flat without the aidof rich 
and respectable capitalists and the in- 
dorsement of stock exchanges. The Dwig- 
gins bank swindlecould not succeed with- 
out local decoys. The respectable. men, 
whose greed has led them into serving as 
the decoys and aiders of these and other 
swindling operations, cannot: complain if 
they reap distrust and condemnation.

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WHAT WOMEN HAVE DONE. 


It is now forty years since Susan B. 
Anthony shocked: the moral sense of the 
whole world, particularly the feminine 
half of it, by making a speech at a public 
meeting. 

The momentous event took place at the 
teachers’ convention of New York, where 
200 men and 1,000 women sat as delegates. 
The men did the talking, while the women 
were supposed to listen. When the mas- 
culine eloquence was exhausted and the 
question apparently settled Miss Anthony 
rose with her heart in her throat and asked 
to be heard. When the 200 lords of crea- 
tion had recovered from the shock she was 
with many misgivings permitted to speak. 
And this is what she said: 

Mn. PRESIDENT AND GENTLEMEN—I have 
listened to your discussion with a great deal 
of interest, but it seems to me that none of 
you quite comprehend the cause of the dis- 
respect you complain of. Do you not see 
that while woman has not brains enough to 
be a minister, a doctor ora lawyer, but has 
ample brains to ve a teacher, every man of 
you distinctly acknowledges that he has not 
any more brains than a woman? 

As the men had already decided to their 
own satisfaction that the teacher’s calling 
required more brains than any other pro- 
fession it will be seen that the lady’s logic 
was irresistible. Soon after she read a 
paper before another public meeting, and 
this is how it was complimented by one of 
the men: 

In matterand manner I would not have 
asked that your address should be different, 
bat, madam, I would rather follow my wife 
and daughter to Greenwood Cemetery than 
have them stand before this audience and 
read that address. 


Many things have happened since this 
woman committed this offense against all 
that was proper. It was ‘‘indelicate, im- 
modest and unwomanly,’’ but when 
society got over the awful shock it was 
discovered that Miss Anthony had not 
shaken the foundations of morality, and 
that the social order had survived her 
storm. Other women soon followed the 
example, 
without regard to sex, and this month sev- 
eral hundred women of America and 
Europe are graduated from high schools 
and colleges, able to makea living by their 
wits if they don’t wish to make it by 
matrimony. 

Whether or not the world has gained by 
this liberation of women from the bondage 
of skillet and tatting only time can tell. In 
their public careers they have shown that 
they can be just as foolish, inane and ri- 
diculous as men, and just as wise, energet- 
ic and effectual. The question whether 
they have better brains than men is yet to 
be settled, but if they have not, itis not

CHARTER AND PEOPLE. — 

St. Louis isin evidence just now as the 
city having the best basis for good govern- 
ment of any of the principal cities of the 
Union. As a suggestion for the approach- 
ing constitutional convention of New 
York State the WorLD quotes a monograph 
written for the American Academy 
of Political and. _ Social Sci- 
ence by Mr. E. P. Oberholtzer, 
in which the charter of St. Louis is held 
up as a model foundation for sound munic- 
ipal government. As a matter of fact it has 
been adopted as a model in several new 
States. 

Every citizen of St. Louis who has given 
the subject intelligent consideration must 
testify to the value of our city char- 
ter as embodying the principle of 
home rule and supplying needed 
checks upon local authorities. But at 
the same time every such citizen 
must also admit that St. Louis has not 
reaped the full fruits of her benefits. The 
city has been victimized by a combination 
of greedy corporations, corrupt officials 
and boodle bosses. While the city is suf- 
fering for funds to meet pressing needs in 
the way of public improvements and 
current expenditures street car corpora- 
tions are reaping millions out of valuable 
franchises obtained for a song through the 
manipulation of city legislatures by cor- 
rupt lobbyists. A network of wires con- 
tinues, despite popular protest, to menace 
life and property. Ourright of home rule, 
which is the envy of other cities, has been 
violated at the instance of citizens them- 
selves in order to avert the consequences of 
local blunders and corrupt officialism. We 
must confess with shame that with a model 
foundation we have failed to obtain model 
results. 

The fault cannot be ascribed to a model 
form of government. It must be charged 
to the failure of the people to utilize their 
advantages. We would have no franchise 
grabbing, no boodle bossism, no corrupt 
officials, no corporation tyranny if citi- 
zens used the means in their power to pre- 
vent them. No form of government is 
proof against popular neglect of popular 
interests. Citizens of St. Louis can have 
every reform needed to make their city a’ 
model of municipal government whenever 
they demand it of their officials. 
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WHATEVER be the verdict in the Borden 
case the defendant is practically put be- 
yond the circle of social intercourse by the 
suspicion, accusationand trial. She can- 
not face the world on equal terms, but 
must suffer the fate oH who cannot give 
a satisfactory accoaht of themselves, She 
will be shunned by all classes and only 
here and there will be an individual whose 
confidence is unshaken and who will have 
the courage toavowit, Not until the real 
murderer is caught and the crime fixed 
upon him with absolute certainty will Liz- 
zie Borden be permitted to take her place 
once more as one above suspicion. Itis a 
tragic situation, but it is one to which we 
are allexposed. Those of us who judge so 
harshly the misfortunes, failings, errors, 
crimes of others will do well to consider 
this last thought.

Abro the Treaty. 
From the New York Won v. : 

The sooner the required notice of the 
abrogation of the Bussian extradition treaty 
is given the better. The first return of a 
refugee tothe clutches of that remorseless 
Government for forging a passport or for 
being an accessory to an alleged attempt 
upon the life of some member of the royal 
family will raise a storm of indignation in 
this country. Our Government has been 
duped into committing a serious blunder 
which it cannot too oon cor 
rect. We want no extradition treaty 
with a country where even minor offenses 
are tried by a military court, and a mere 
minion of the @zar can danish a victim to 
the horrors of Siberia without any trial.

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TALKS WITH PEOPLE 


ANSWERS TO QUESTIONS ASKED BY THE 
CURIOUS. 


Can you tell me what is the meaning of the term 
**Les Gueux?’’ 

You probasply refer to the title given to cer- 
tain organizations of the Hollanders in their 
struggle against the Spaniards during the 
last half of the sixteenth century, When 
nearly all the country was subdued a few 
bands of seamen ‘held together, and on their 
ships defiled the Spanish regent. They had 
few supplies, were ragged and were in need 
of nearly everything. Hence the Spaniards 
in scorn named them Les Gueux,’’ or The 
Beggars. They soon gained some remark- 
able victories, and adopted the title be- 
stowed upon them dy their enemies. 
Throughout the rest of the war The Sea 
Beggars, as they were subsequently called, 
were dreaded foes of the Spaniards. 

What was the origin of the term **Yankee?’’ What 
isa Yankee? 

1. The name is an Indian corruption of the 
word English. The Indians in New England 
called the whites Yenglese, which was the 
nearest approach that they could make to 
English. This, by the English, was altered 
to Yankees. 2. During the War of the Rebel - 
lion the Southerners called the Northerners 
Yankees, but this title properly belongs only 
to natives ofthe New England States. The 
English are inthe habit of speaking of all 
Americans as Yankees. 

In a book that I recentiy read I saw a reference to 
“The Hero of the Hundred Scars. you tell 
me who he was? 

The reference is probably to “Gottfried 
Heinrich, Graf von Pappenheim. He was an 
Austrian noble and was characterised by 
Schiller as the most terrible imperialist 
soldier of the thirty years’ war. His career 
opened atthe Datttle of Prague, where he 
was left for dead on the field. He 
soon became the most fa- 
mous cavalry leader of the Imperialsts, 
and was noted for his exceptional gallantry. 
It soon became a saying that Pappenheia 
was lucky if he came out of an engagement 
with less than three wounds. At, Leipsic he 
was wounded in fourteen places, and his 
body was sohaggied with wounds that he 
was called Pappenheim Balafre, or Pappen- 
helm the Scarred. He was killed in 1632 at 
Luetzen, andit wassaidthat more than 100 
scars could be counted on his body. 

Can you tell me through your paper what city is 
the capital of Holland?

2 — ge the cause of the present gold flurry 
and w A on what accounts this Government 
must « * poe enormous quanttties of gold to 
Europe? 

Gold is paid out of the Treasury in the 
course of the business of the Government for 
expenses and in exchange forany obligations 
which may be presented. It accumulates in 
the banks along with other deposits and is 
subject to draft from abroad to pay for trade 
balances or for American securities which 
may be sent home by foren holders. 

Under the Sherman bullion purchase act 
certificates are issued on deposits of silver. 
The certificates are redeemable, according to 
the terms of the law, in coin of either metal, 
but it was the policy of the Harrison adminis- 
tration to pay them only in gold coin and 
this policy has been pursued by President 
Oleveland and Secretary Carlisle. The result 
is that as silver comes into the Treasury by 
purchase, insteau of being sent abroad as 
bullion, gold goes out, for the holders of the 
certificates, naturally, will not take an over- 
valued metal when they can get one which is 
worth as much in bullion as it is in coin. 
The fear that all the gold will be drawn out 
of the Treasury, leaving only silver dollars, 
which, onthe present ratio, have not the 
same purchasing power as have gola 
coins, is in fact the cause of the 
present distrust. But probably the over 
speculation and disclosures of the financial 
rottenness of irresponsible and adventurous 
men whose enterprises collapse at the first 
sign of distrust is at the bottom of most of 
the trouble. Solid and business-like ente 
prises are not affected by these fallures, and 
when foreign holders of sound American 
securities see that they have nothing to fear 
they will cease to send them home. This 
restoration of confidence, which is pretty 
sure to come, and the expected legislation 
on the silver question, will probably quiet 
the market and restore public confidence in 
the Treasury and banks.

VIKING HID.

Model of An ola Norseman Sea King’s 
Fighting-Boat at the Fair. 
Written for the Sundey Post- DisPaTcu. , 

Quite as interesting as the caravels of Co- 
lumdus is the viking ship, which has ar- 
rived from Norway and is making her way 
tothe White Oity, to stand as the national 
representative of Norway’s claim for Licf 
Ericsson as the discoverer of America. 

The accompanying cut will reveal at a 
glance what the Viking is. It is an exact 
fac-simile of one of the stan ch, staid sort of 
craft the old marauders of the Northern seas 
used to rove aboutin a thousand years ago, 
making the mention of their names a thing 
to fear and to admire at the same time. 

There has always deen a pardonable jeal- 
ousy on the part of the Norwegians because 
of the glory which the Genoese and the Por- 
tuguese have gotout of the great feat of 
Columbus, Every Norwegian firmly believes 
that the real, simon pure discoverer of this 
grand Western hemisphere was one of their 


places. The waves ran

growing there. and any Norwegian you may 
meet to-day will tell yfu that the Pinta, Nina 
and the Santa Maria are all well enough in 
their way, but they have been put together 
from a model handed down by tradition.

Yet 
there were no weapons, no garments, no 
jewels, nothing of any intrinsic value. Rea - 
son enough for this! Hundreds of years 
before, it was evident, the mound had been

Fortunately, they had wrought but 
slight injury to the vessel. Indeed, they had 
actually assisted in its preservation, though 
pn wittingly. 

For through the aperture they made there 
had fallen quantities of a sort of blue clay, 
which acted asa preservative of all wood- 
work with which it came in contact. The 
vessel had been buried in a deep layer of this 
clay, either accidentally or by design, other - 
wise no vestige of it could have been pre- 
served. 

The replica of the ancient rover was built 
by Christian Christensen in Tramnes, near 
Sandefjord, under the direction of one of 
the builders connected with the Horten 
Navy yard. It is an exact copy ofthe treas- 
ure in the university. 

It is built of Oak planks a little over a Ralf 
inch thick.

EDWARD MEYER’S ARREST. 


His Account of His Dealings With St 
Louis Ticket Brokers. * 


Alluding to his recent arrest in this city, an 
account of which was published at the time, 
Mr. Edward Meyer, formerly of Little Rock, 
Ark., makesthe following statement: ‘‘On 
Jan. 6, 1898, I met Mr. Simon Steiner, asked 
him if he had a ticket for Vicksburg, . Miss., 
and what rate he could give me on the same. 
He told me he bad such ticket and would 
give me a low rate, $16. Hetold me to Call 
on him at 7 o’clock in the evening at 
his lower office near Union Depot. He gave 
mea ticketto San Antonio, Tex., and re- 
turn, valued at $37.20, for $16. The name on 
the ticket was Jos. Blumenberger. On the 
back of the ticket the date had been erased. 
Conductors on the route between here and 
Memphis refused to take the ticket because of 
this change of date, b afterwaras, 
ithrough special ta vor to me, al- 
lowed me to finish the journey to 
Memphis. When I got on the train on the 
Valley route in Memphis for Vicksburg, a 
conductor on the route recognize] me as 
Meyer, instead of Blumenbéfrger, and told me 
it was impossibleto accept the ticket from 
me. I then sold the ticket in Memphis, under 
the name gigned toit, in order to get my 
money out, and wrote the facts to Mr. Stein 
ert that I had sold the ticket and that I 
would pay him the balance in the future.

DOCTORS QUARRELING. 


The Row Now Is Over Edwin Field’s 
Mental Condition. 


New YorK, June 17.—There is an interest - 
ing row going on between Dr. Allen McLane 
Hamilton, who declared Juror Paradise in 
the Buchanan case an epileptic, and Dr. Car- 
los M. McDonald, Sstate Commissioner of 
Lunacy, who asserts that Paradise is per- 
fectly sane. The row is not over Paradise at 
all but onthe condition of Edwin M. Field, 
who hypothecated and forged the firm of 
Field, Lindley, Wiechers & Co. into bDank- 
ruptcy. The trouble began over the Paradise 
matter but it took another tack when Dr. 
Hamilton asserted that Dr. McDon- 
ald’s testimony in the Field case 


was farcical. He said: 1 do not 
think for a moment that Field was ever in- 
sane. I, as well as many other experts on 
insanity, saw him, and we all agreed upon 
that point. 

This assertion of Dr. Hamilton’s reopened 
the old Field discussion which filled the 
newspapers two years ago. Regarding the 
remarks of Dr. Hamilton as to Field’s sanity, 
Dr. MacDonald said that he did not care to 
say anything about the matter. He would 
not wrangle with any physician over pro- 
tes sional matters. It was undignified. ‘‘I 
never in my life swore that Field was in- 
sane,’’ said the doctor. ‘‘I diagnosed his 
case as acute melancholia; and I think the 
records will show it.’’ 

Dr. MacDonald then said that Field had 
enjoyed full Nberty to go about Buffalo un- 
attended. 

»Jexpostulated with Dr. Andrews, said 
he simply because Field is under criminal 
indictment. Dr. Hamilton wonders why I 
do not discharge bim if he is not insane. If 
he willlookupthe law he will find that 
it is not in the power of the State Commis- 
sioners of Lunacy to discharge a patient un- 
der criminal indictment.’’ 

District-Attorney Nicoll and Dr. Mac- 
Donald were together yesterday for several 
hours. Afterwards Mr. Nicoll had a 
conference with Chief Justice Van Brunt 
about Field’s movements. Mr. Nicoll sub- 
sequently wrote to Dr. Andrews, superin- 
tendent of the State hospital*at Buffalo, 
asking if the stories published about Field 
were true. Asked if he thought there was 
any truth in the report that Field had 
visited thiscity, Mr. Nicoll replied that he 
took no stock in it. 

„There is no doubt that Mr. Field has had 
the freedom of the city of Buffalo,’’ Mr. 
Nicoll went on. For Dr. MacDonald re- 
monstrated with Dr. Andrews about it.’’ 

Judge Van Brunt told Mr. Nicoll that 
Field should be brought back for trial as 
soon as it was definitely ascertained that he 
had recovered.

3 Latest Adventure as a Jail Breaker 

at Carthage. 7 7 , 
CARTHAGE, Mo., June 17.—The escape from 
jail atid recapture ot May Colvin last night 
recalls the story of her adventures. She is a 
product of Missouri, and has a record un- 
equaled dy any female horsethief in the 
country. She has a mania for horses, and 
has hever stolen them for gain apparently, 
but through a desire to posess them. When 
she was but 16 years old, she entered a 
neighbor’s barn in the night and saddling the 
best horse inthe barnsped away as fast as 
the animal could carry her. That was 
a little more than two years ago and 
she has since been either a refugee or a 
prisoner, After perpetrating several sue 
cessful thefts and adroitly eluding the offi- 
cers of each locality in which she operated 
she made her appearance in Fort Scott 
about a year ago. She unluckily made friends 
of unchaste women, and for a time it seemed 
that the allurements ofa fast life would dis- 


pol the extessive desire to ride and drive 


stolen stock, but not so; she soon returned 
to her old customs and was. bent on gratify- 
ing her passion. Separating from her com- 
panions without warning she entered the 
livery stable of Louis Albright dur- 
ing the night and quietly drew 
a buggy fromthe carriage department, se- 
lected and harnessed the animal best quali- 
flied fora rapid journey, a valuable trotting 
mare; she hitched it and climing into the 
buggy dashed by the sleeping tmployes so 
quickly that they could only tell in what di. 
rection she had disappeared. A posse of off - 
cers and deputies was immediately organized 
and went in pursuit, Dut they never got sight 
ofher. She drove all night and the next day 
and was heard of three days later at Weir 
City, Kan., where she was captured and the 
animal recovered. . 

The girl was taken back to Fort Scott, and 
for the first time put behind the prison bars. 
There she remained untilthe January term 
of the District Court. During her imprison- 
ment she stillevinced her ardent admira- 
tion for horsefiesh and it was her plea fon 
liberty, She made one desperate and almost 


successfulattempttoescape by sawing one 
ofthe bars ot her cage with a steel saw pro- 
cured from a fellow prisoner, but was 
frustrated at the vital moment. y 
On Jan.22 last she was arraignedin the Dis- 
trict Court and waved all right to her liberty 
dy pleading guilty to horse stealing. Asa 
result the plea of guilty was withdrawn 
andthe Prosecuting Attorney was induced 
to nol pros the chse against her. Conse- 
quently she was released from jail im- 
mediately. 

Her escape from the penitentiary by sucha 
narrow margin failed to havea proper infiu- 
ence on Miss Coivin. The mania for horse- 
fiesh still possessed her and in less than 
twelve hours after she left the court-room 
she was again speeding over the Kansas 
prairies behind a team stolen from a farmer’s 
barn near Girard. Driving twenty miles east 
she crossed the Missouri line and arrived at 
Nevada. There she put the stolen team ina 
livery barn as security for another team with 
which she continued her journey, she cared 
not where. Another day, however, found 
herinthe grasp of the Sheriff of Vernon 
County, Mo., Just as she was driving into 
Irwin. 

Since then she has been in jail, her only 
lease of liberty being that enjoyed during the 
few hours between the time of her escape 
and recapture last Friday night. The rela- 
tives of the girl will make no effortto save 
her from the penitentiary, as there seems to 
be no prospects ofreforming her. 


TO USE DISINFECTANTS, 


The Undocrtaters Want the Power Granted 
Them— Want to Be Llensed. 


On next Tuesday the local liverymen and 
undertakers will hold quite an important 
meeting at Pabst Hall, Seventh street and 
Franklin avenue. At the last annual 
meeting of the State Funeral Directors“ 
Association, held in this city, the question 


of urging the State Legislature to pass a law 
requiring all undertakers to take out a license 
was agitated for two days but the assoctia- 
tion adjourned without taking any definite 
action. The local undertakers have decided 
to take the matterin their own hands and 
at the meeting to be held Tuesday, steps 
will be taken to have the Council pass a city 
ordinance requiri all undertakers to take 
out a license. t will be the object 
of the ordinance to also further pro- 
vide that all licensed undertakers be vested 
with the power to disinfect a house where a 
8 dies of a contagious disease. The un- 

ertakers claim that they are the parties to 
use disinfectants, and not the family physi- 
clan or the Heaith Department as they 
arethe first to visit a house after death, 
and can do the work at once, 
making it safe for friends ofthe bereaved 
family to visit the house a few hours after. 
The undertakers are willing to be guided by 
the Health Department, but want to be 
vested withthe power to disinfect a house, 
or, in other words, to be put on the same 
level with the Health Department or family 
physician. President George Eberle, of the 
State Funeral Directors Association, will be 
in attendance upon the meeting, and will 
deliver an address to the local undertakers, 
explaining the necessity of the passage of 
such a law by the city government and urg- 
lag the members of the local association to 
use their influence in bringing about the de- 
sired result.

| MURDER ‘AND ‘SUICIDE BESULTING 
FROM A PETTY QUARRBEL 


The Murderer Thought to Be Mentally 


Unsound—Daring Bank Robber Killed 
~calded a Bandit—A Train Robber on 
the Northern Pacific _Soared Off by a 
Judge—Crimes. 


SEDALIA, MO., June 17.—4 terrible tragedy 
occurred to-day at Otterville, fifteen miles 
from this city on the, Missouri Pacific Ran 
road, by which two men came to their death. 
W. H. Smith, agea 40, and Wm. Kuykendall, 
aged 38, were twa prosperous farmers living 
within two miles of Otterville, on adjoining 
farms. Recently, owing toa defective cross 
fence, Kuykendall’s cattle got into Smith’s 
field; the latter was requested | to repair the 
fence, but declined, saying that the fence was 
built according to law. Several days after- 
wards Kuykendall met Smith and 
threatened his life. The latter emptied his 
pockets and threw away his knife, showing 
that he was completely unarmed and defied 
Kuy Kendall to do hig worst. Smith did not 
think that Kuykendall would carry out his 
threat. To-day at 9:45 a. m. Smith was 
sitting on a barrel in Hupp Bros.’ store 
at Otterville conversing With the proprietor. 
Kuykendall entered and without saying a 
word drew from his hip pocket a 88-caliber 
bull-dog pistoland fired. Smith had jumped 
to his feet and partially turned, raising his 
left arm as if to ward of a blow. The 
dall entered the left breast above the 
heart, Kuykendall immediately turned the 
pistol toward himself and pulled the trigger, 
the ball entered his throat and he fell with 
his fest almost touching those of the man 
whom he had murdered. Both men were 
carried to a pbhysician’s office near 
by. but neither spoke after- 
wafds. Kuykendall lived thirty- 
five minutes, while Smith lived two hours. 
The latter leaves a wife and flve children in 
good circumstances, He was regarded as a 
fearless but high tempered man. Kuyken- 
dall leaves a widowed mother, whom he sup- 
ported. He has always been peaceable and 
inoffensive, but was not thoughtto be well 
balanced mentally. The prominence of the

AUGUSTE VACQUERIE, 


‘ —ů * 
Victor Hugo’s Personal Friend and Pub- 
lisher of Bis Posthumous Works. 
Special Correspondence SUNDAY Fosr-Disraren. 

Paris, June 7.—The unpublished works of 
Victor Hugo were left by the poettothe care 
of M, Auguste Vacguerie. M. Paul Meurice 
Auguste Vacquerie’s brother married Vic- 
tor Hugo’sdaughter and from his earliest 
childhood the editor of Le Rappel had the 
Every one 
remembersthe curious line by Vacquerie 
concerning Hugo: 

„Les tours de Notre dame etaient l’H de 
son nom. 

(The towers of Notre Dame were the H of 
his name.) 

The acquaintance began when Auguste 
Vacquerle was a schoolboy, and, with his 
comrades, was sent to ask Victor Hugo to al- 
low Hernani'“ to be represented at the fete 
at the school. After that, little by little, they 
became intimate, until the friendship was 
cemented by the marriage of which I have al- 
ready spoken. It was not surprising that to 
this lifelong friend, Victor Hugo left the pub- 
lication of his manuscripts. This receuil is 
composed of notes and poems, principally 
written between 1852 and 1870, the years of 
exile. 

M. Vacquerie said the other day: In this 
publication we have a Victor Hugo in the 
flower of his age, andthe plenitude of his 
genius. Paul Meurice andl have sacrificed 
everything to the arrangement of these 
manuscripts, of which at the poet’s death 
we had 400,000 pages to examine. 

Auguste Vacquerie himself is poet and 
dramatist of high rank, but he has always 
refused the Legion of Honor, always refused 
to become candidate for the Academy. 
Formosa. Haus et Marie“ and Tra- 
galdabas have all been represented at the 
Odeon Theater, and Falstaff, his first 
play, was produced in several theaters. 
Next autumn he will publish ‘‘Depuis,’’ a 
kind of autobiographical poem, a conclusion 
of Mes Premieres Annees de Paris.“ 

But M. Vacquerie prefers dramatic com- 
position. Indeed, he says: I adore the 
theater. For me dramatic art is superior to 
ail others, and, certainly, dramatic authors 
are remembered much longer than novelists. 
In ancient times we have as examples 
Eschylus and Sophoties, and in more mod- 
erm times Shakspeare, Moliere, Racine, 
Corneille and others. Victor Hugo says that 
art isthe line of demarcation between the 
ignorant and the learned. A dramatic work, 
to de complete, must be understood by the 
ignorant and be satisfactory tothe learned.’’ 

Although Auguste Vacquerie is called a 
music-hater, he was the frst to introduce 
Mendelssohn's work in Paris. In spite of 
the fact that M. Vacquerie accepts mo deco-

rations for himself, yet to him Delaunay, the 
actor, owes the red ribbon, and at the re- 
quest of M. Vacquerie M. Jules Ferry himself 
gave the ribbon to Delaunay during a per- 
formance atthe Comedie Francaise. After- 
wards Mounet Sully received the same rib- 
don also through M. Vacquerle’s influence. 

Auguste Vacquerie loves literature and 
belles lettres, but he never separates the 
cause of literature from that of humanity, 
and if the writer be inspired the philosopher 
is more generous, With him goodness must 
be the foundation of all relations between 
men.

If Mr. Lawrence tells the truth about his 
prayer efforts in the Colonel’s behalf, he and 
his followers are to be complimented on the 
secrecy with which they have conducted 
their services. Noone living in the vicinity 
of the Ingersoll house at No. 400 Fifth avenue 
have heard them praying or noticed the 
presence of strange evangelists in the neigh - 
borhood.

SAM JONES COMING, 


Jackson, Tenn., June 17.—The famous

London, June 9.—The open sesame” of 
an order from the Home Office ushers us into 
what appears to de a multi- na ved cathedral 
of immense proportions and of Furitanie 
and rigid simplicity, Whitewash, dazzling: 
in its stainiessness, holds supreme dominion 
over everything in those vast converging 
aisles. A sense of exhilaration—the offspring 
of absolute cleanliness, alriness and purity— 
seizes upon one. At a long interval the same, 
sensation is experienced on an early sprin 
morning when the alr is Nght a 
charged with ozone. And this in 
a ullding at 9 ov’clock in th 
morning in which no fewer than 1,200 men, 
mainly the scum of London humanity, have 
slept over night. It is the apotheosis of soap 
and water. Atop ofthe great central dome 
huge fires burn in the winter, drawing up 
and awa the befouled air.from below; and 
cunningſy- arranged ventilators guide a pure 
current from outside through each cell, so 
managed that physical stiff-neckedness shall 
not de the necessary concomitant of the stub- 
born heart. 

Within each spotless cellthe food, wash- 
ing and other utensils are cleanup tothe 
giistening point. In each cell, too, a bell 
handle bends downward, protesting against 
being putto any suicidal use. Woe betide 
the frivolous employing of this handle, 
whose tell-tale indicator outside the door 
convicts the culprit, and condign punish- 
ment follows swift and sure, 

Talking of suicides, the courteous Deputy- 
Governor only called to mind one in ei t 
years. Attempts are fairly frequent, but the 
craving for death generally disappears with 
the first inconveniences accompanying suffo- 
cation. As to the time when the suicidal 
tendency more generally appears the first 
week of incarceration is productive of most 
attempts, and their frequency decreases 
with the progress of the term of imprison- 
ment. The natural despondency succeeding 
the unsuccessfu! issue of the trial, the — 2 
lessness on first acquaintance with the plank- 
bed (no mattress being provided tili later 
on), the small food allowance at first—all 
these upset the nerves and lower the spirits, 

Now we pass into the exercise grounds— 
large square yards planted with egetables, 
among which run four concentric asphaltic 
paths some two feet wide. On the outer 
path priseners walk, and smartly, too, 
about three yards 22 the way of the sun. 
On the second path stroils a warder, un- 
armed, in the opposite direction, thus 
always facing his charges. On the third path 
more prisoners and on the inmost another 
warder, On the broad gravel path surround- 
ing the whole prisoners with pedal infirmi- 
ties wander at will. 

The sallow, unwholesome, hang-dog look 
of these men is in striking contrast with that 
of those employed in the workshops, 
kitchens, etc. The beard, only clipped close 
with scissors, of course is not calculated to 
improve the persona! appearance, and, 
although not such rare aves as might be sup- 
posed, none has the appearance generally at- 
tributed to peers and aristocrats. 

All over the prison, with its surrounding 
yards and buildings,detached prisoners, em- 
pioyed in various ways confront us, and we 
are amazed by the apparent absence of cau- 
tion on the part of the officers. Not a 
weapon, offensive or defensive, is to be seen. 
In convict prisons this is,of course, different. 
Here is the culmination of discipline, and the 
practical impossibility of a communication 
estops combination. In like manner, of 
punishment pure and simple or torture in 
any form there is a marked absence. True, a 
whipping-post exists, but is seldom used, re- 
quiringa visiting magistrate“s fat before 
Sooraties: Ihe stoppage of the better 
victuals and substitution of bread and water, 
the only punishment in the Governor’s sole 
hands, ts mostly sufficient to suppress insub- 
ordination. ‘*‘Food and home, it was a 
warder’s belief, ‘‘are the only things they 
ever think about. One purely punitive in- 
strument, however, must not. escape men- 
tion. Ihis is a crank handle, weighted with 
lead and working heavily inside a box, an in- 
dicator at a slit recording the number of 
revolutions made, 8,000 to 11,000 constituing 
a day's labor. To a thinking man this work- 
ing a useless crank must really be a 
maddening torture. Not sothe labor at the 
crank handles of the huge water-pump, the 
shaft of which runs through a series of cells, 
in each of which tolls a prisoner. Any @xer- 
cise more perfect for physical development 
it would be hard to conceive, By an in- 
genious contrivance no prisOner Can shirk 
his share of the general labor without im- 
mediate detection, forthe moment he ceases 
to put twelve pounds of weight into his work 
the handle springs back with a loud raucous 
noise, which at once attracts the watching 
warder. 

By cranks, too, ali meal used in the prison 
is ground. it is significent that, except in 
the case of growing bofs, all prisoners leave 
the goal lighter than when they enter. In the 
corn-grinding, as distinguished from the 
other crank work, the prisoner may rest as 
often as he likes, provided the allotted task 
isaccomplished within the day. 

All other prison labor saving perhaps 
oakum-picking, whichis hardly more than 
mechanical—requires a certain degree of skill 
andingenuity. The mat-making is carried 
on in solitary cells, save inthe epileptic de- 
partment, where the prisoners work, sleep, 
and eattogetherin one large room. Other 
work, such as brushmaking, laundry work, 
cooking, tin and ironmongery,is Carried on in 
large workshops, attainment to which is an 
inestimable privilege. A look of compara- 
tive cherfulness and content is at once 
noticeable on the faces of those so employed. 

One other phase, and that a ghastly one, of 
prison life remains to be dealt with. While 
Horsemonger lane Goal existed as a House of 
Detention, executions were not carried out 
in the prison of whichI write. since 1878, 
however, when Smithers was hanged, Kate 
Webster, Damson, Taylor, Jay and one or 
two others have ended their miserable lives 
here. Their bodies lie under what looks like 
a beautifully kept bowling-green, while on 
the adjacent wail small inserted stones bear 
their initials and date of execution, 

But apart from the profound melancholy of 
this last department, the awful impression 
one gets of the prison by the contemplation 
of its outside is certainly to a great extent 
dispelled by the cheerfuiness of its interior.

For some time past rumors of straw men 
and ficticious names on the pay roll of the 
Street Department have been flying thick and 
fast. Men who apparently had no occupa: 
tion drew money fromthe city and on sev- 
eral occasions ex-convicts, not convicts sent 
up for election frauds, but men convicted of 
highway robbery, have secured places with 
nothing to do but draw salary. Three weeks 
ago the Post-DispaTcu received information 
from a fairly reliable scource that the treas- 
ury was being looted by Street Commissioner 
Murphy's employes. It was claimed that 
numbers of men on the pay rolls had noex- 
istence, and an employes of the department 
said that for three years he had drawn no 
salary, his salary having been paid him by 
the boss of the division in which he worked 
and to whom he regularly gave a power of 
attorney to draw it. These facts were 
communicated to a city official 
and the alleged method by which the city is 
being looted explained. He was asked to 
furnish copies of certain pay-rolls which 
were believed to contain the names of straw 
men, and promised to do so. At this time 
the official stated to a Pos r- Drsrach reporter 
that he had evidence of some fraud and if he 
could complete it somebody would sutker For 
three weeks the copies of pay rolls wished 
were promised but they have not as yet been 
given. The delay in the giving of them is 
supposed by people who are said to Know to 
have been the cause of the change in the 
Street Department. It Is claimed that the 
**tip’’ given to the official was communicated 
to Mayor Walbridge. This led toa quiet in- 
vestigation by the Mayor with the supposed 
result that while be did not find enough to 
present the facts to the Grand-jury, he dis- 
covered sufficient to call Commis- 
sioner Murphy down ana explain 
to him that it~ would be 
impeachment unless he turned the depart- 
ment over tothe Republicans. 

GROUNDS FOR SNVESTIGATION. 

The deal was then consummated. It is not 
an instant that Mayor Wal- 
bridge would suppress testimony whith 
should go before the Grand-jury, but there 
is sufficient to warrant an investigation of 
the Street Commissioner’s office, from the 
top to the bottom, Sufficient evidence. to 
Warrant an investtz ation can be feund by 
simply glancing over pay rolls. Contractors 
who have been shaken down’’ stand ready 
and willing to go before the Grand- jury and 
give evidence that will show boodling second 
only to the operations of the Tweed ring.

STREET CLEANING. 


Peculiar Arrangements Between the De- 
partment and Owners of Carts. 

There isevery reason to believe that in the 
various districts of cleaning and repairs of 
the Street Department, there has existed 
until the recent change of administration a 
somewhat questionable management of cart 
hire, A case in point fs that of Honora 
Walsh, of 1435 Cleary street, who is the 
owner ofa horse and cart octasionally en- 


gaged in street work for the city in Supt. 
Gunsallis’ district. Mrs. Walsh appears on 
the pay-roll of May 9, 1893, as having received 
$32.50 for thirteen days’ use of her cart in 
the Second District. She positively stated 
to a Post-DISPATGH reporter, and corrobo- 
rated it by a neighbor named Mrs. O’Connor 
who is engaged in the same business, that 
she rectived payment on or about May 10, 
1893, for twel 7e days use of her cart in the 
Second District, which amounts to $30. This 
shows a discrepancy of $2.50 between the 
actual payment received and the one re- 
corded beside Mrs# Walsh’s name on the 
pay-roll. Mrs. Walsh declared that she kgew 
positively that she only received pay for 
twelve days’ work. The city pays at the rate 
of $2.50 per day foreach horse and cart en- 
gaged in cleaning the streets. That there are 
many cases similar to Mrs. Walsh’s, with 
larger discrepancies to the detriment ‘of the 
city’s treasury,is not to be doubted, as 
this branch of employment is almost 
solely in charge of district superintend- 
ents and their hirelings, whose pay roll 
report totheir superiors receives no further 
notice than a rapid glance at the total ex- 
penditure and the aforesaid superior’s John 
Hancock. A certain sum of money is al- 
lowed each district superintendent for clean- 
ing and repairs, and to use the expression of 
one of the crowd, ‘‘they would be suckers if 
they didn’t use allof it, whether necessary 
or not. 

The method of hiring carts and drivers 
employed by the various superintendents 
has, according to the statements of Mrs. 
Maggie Fitzgerald of 2217 O’Fallon street, 
one of the cart owners, been susceptible of 
the most healthy and glaring fraud. 

A STRANGE ARRANGEMENT. 

In many instances, Mrs. Fitzgerald told a 
reporter of the SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH, 
her competitors in the city cart ork 
nad their one vehicle workin in 
two different parts of the city at the 
same time; in one place under their matden 

names, andi in the other names by mar- 
riage. Whether they recetved pay for the 
work in both parts ofthe city she could not 
say, but she noticed that these persons were 
treated better than others in the matter of 
receiving work. Mrs. Fitzgeraldin closing 
her remarks saſd: There is so much schem 
ing between the city and some of the cart 
owners that unless you have great influence 
it is impossible to get work. 

Mrs. Toomey, a next door neighbor of 
Mrs. Fitzgerald, also state that 
she found it aifficalt to 
obtain work hie she had heard of other 
widows owning only one cart Ravingitat 
work on the North and South Side at the 
same time under assumed names. 

Mrs. Ann Tracy of 1432 Cleary street has 
| been rather fortunate in receiving work for 
her cart and horse, but toa Post-DISPATOCH 
reporter she said she had never recelveda 
cent more than was due her. In speaking of 
the first pay received efter election day Mrs. 
Tracy said that she had received all that was 
due her, about $12.70, but she said Wat one 
day’s y had deen deducted from 
her for election day. When

The cart owners named above 
state that there are also many cases on re- 
cord ju the Street Department where carts 
and horses are credited to poor widows when 
in reallty they are the property of wealthy 
teamsters and contractors who merely as- 
sume the widow’s name that they may the 
more readily recetve employment. 

Hugh Hogan, a cart owner of No. 2901 Mag- 
azine street, who appears on the pay roll as 
having received the sum of $32.50 - 
thirteen days’ work, when seen ö 
PoOSsT- DISPATCH reporter declared at 
he had not been among the lucky cart own- 
ers who were ‘‘put on’’ the streets for some 
time, and declared he had not receiveda 
gent pay between March 16 and April30. A 
second visit was made to Mr. Hogan, and on 
this occasion he revoked his former state- 
ment and said he believed that he had re- 

ceived some money for city work during that 
time. lle is an elderly man, and when seen 
the second time he bore the resemblance of 
having been frightened.

„ | The World’s Fair Gates Will Be 
Open to the Public. 


Sunday-Closing Advocates Beaten in 
the Federal Court. 


TEXT OF THE DECISION RENDERED BY 
CHIEF JUSTICE FULLER. 


All the Points in the Case Carefully Re- 
viewed and the General Government 
Shown Not to Be in Control of the 
Exposition—The Local Corporation in 
Possession of the Grounds— Fair 
News. 


CHICAGO, III., June 17.— The decree has 
gone forth and the World's Fair gates will 
stand open for the admission ot visitors on 
Sunday. The Federal Court of Appeals 
passed d@wn its decision to-day, 
and the matter may be regar- 
ed as settled effectually, as the ap- 
peal would have to goto the United States 
Supreme Court, which does not meet’ until 
October, when the Fair will be ended. Every 
seat was taken fully an hour before the time 
announced when the court would decide the 
case and standing-room was soon exhausted, 
The crowd was so dense that no one of the 
many feminine sightseers in the corridors 
succeeded in gaining entrance to the court- 


room, 

Chief Justice Fuller rendered [the decision 
and spoke as follows: 

: THE COURL’S DECISION. 

‘*‘Deeming it desirable that this matter 
should be disposed of at once we shall an- 
nounce the result at which we have arrived, 
postponing for want of time the full expres- 
sion of our views, which will hereafter be 


given. 

»The appellees have submitted a motion to 
dismiss this appeal upon the grounds that 
the jurisaiction ofthe Circuit Court was in 
issue; that the case involved the construc- 
tion or application of the Constitution 
of the United States and that the 
constitutionality of a law of the 
United States was drawn in 
question therein; that therefore the appeal 
for a final decree would lie to the Supreme 
Court of United States and not to this court, 
and hence this appeal, which is from an in- 
terlocutory order, can not be maintained un- 
der sec. 7 ofthe judiciary act of March 3, 
1891. Wo do not understand that the power 
of the Circuit Court to determine the case 
was denied, but that the appellants con- 
terftied that the United States had not, by 
their appeal, made a case properly. cog- 
nizable in a court of equity; the objection 
was to the want of equity and not the want 
of power. The jurisdiction of the Circuit 
Court wastherefore not in lasue and within 
the intent or meaning of the act 80 
far as the construction or application of the 
constitution of the United States and the 
constitutionality of the laws of the United 
States are concerned. We are of the opinion 
that the order we are called upon to review 
involved or drew question neither one nor 
the other In the sense that the action of the 
Circuit Court was invoked. 

The disposal of the proceedings or the 
disposition of the contention rests upon the 
ground as to whether the decision had any 
reference to the construction or application 
of the constitution or the validity of acts of 
Congress in respect of that instance. And 
the conclusion upon which the order was 
based were invoked at constructions of that 
character. The jurisdiction of this court to 
review cannot be defeated at the instanceof 
the appellees because the constitutionality 
been changed by their adversaries. The 
motion to dismiss is overruled. 

THE QUESTION AT ISSUB. 

The question to be determined is whether 
upon this circuit preliminary injunction 
should have been granted. The bill pleads 
that the defendants are usurping unlawful 
authority over the Exposition and grounds 
and in virtue thereof assume to open the 
gates on Sunday in contravention of the acts 
of Congress, notwithstanding such opening 
would be ‘of great injury and a grievous 
prejudice to the common public good and to 
tne welfare of the people of the United 
States.’ It is not contended that 
any property interests of the 
complainant will e injured by the 
threatened action, nor is there any allega- 
tion of irreparable injury or probal@e loss by 
such action. But it issaid that the inter- 
vention of the court may be rested 
a the protectjon of the United 
States in its session of the 
grounds of the exposition forthe purpose of 
provecting the United Statesinits possession,

HOW IT WAS RECEIVED. 

Chief Justice Fuller's clear positive voice 
was audible tothe remotest hearer, It was 
with difficulty that cheers were suppressed 
in the court room, and there were out- 
bursts of exuberant * satisfaction by 
many before they had gotten without 
the hearing of the court. Judges Bunn 
and Allen gave ventto no utterance what- 
ever, concurring in every point as spoken by 
the Chief Justice. The decision as given 
above is the complete text, shorthanded 
verbatim. 

_ HISTORY OF THE LITIGATION. 

The attempt on the part of the Government 
toenforce Sunday ciosing foilowed at once 
the vote of the World's Fair Directors on 
Tuesday, May 23, deciding for a seven-day 
fair. United States Attorney Milchrist was in 
Washington and conferred with Atty.-Gen. 
Olney. Returning, Mr. Milchrist filed a bill 
for injunction May 28, the suit being entitled: 
The United States of America vs. the 
World’s Columbian Exposition. I. Hix- 
ginbotham, D. H. Burnham, Edmund "Rice, 
George R. Davis and Horace Tucker.

Withoat action the suit went over Sunday 
until arguments could be heard. A decision 
in favor ofthe complainants was rendered 
by Judges Woods and Jenkins, sitting on the 
Circuit bench, while Jadge Grosscup dissent- 
ed. Application for a supersedeas, pending 
hearing on an appeal, was made by the de- 
fendants and Chief Justice Fuller granted 
the order last Saturday, stayink the effect of 
the Circuit Court decision until a decision 
could be heard.

Cotton has been 88 altogther by the 
purchases of Manchester spinners in LI ver- 
pool. The big sales in Liverpool, by far the 
largest in any week of the present crop, are 
regarded as a reflection of a more prosper- 
ous condition of trade, and it is thought that 
English spinners will be forced to buy cotton 
against contracts for cloths and yarns not 
yet fuliy protected.

cooping, caging or crowding, and where 
they will have good food and enough of it to 
make them well and strong. 

The mothers of the little ones will go with 
them ana share in the benefits of the outing. 
They will wash theirlungs in fresh air, eat 
without fear of stintings their children and 
learn in clean surroundings the saving value 
ot cleanliness. 

The benefit this summer camp is to do will 
not be confined to the time it is open. It will 
not de like the excursions of a day on the 
river on a crowded boat, the incident ot a 
day, but it will be an influence for good all 
the years the beneficiaries may live. They 
will be enabled in the pure air of the Piasas 
to throw off the germs of diseases acquired 
in the foul air of the tenement homes; they 
will be strengthened for ambition and, see- 
ingakind of life that is betterthan their 
own, they will be ambitious to change their 
condition. 

This charity, which reaches down to the 
helpless children .and their mothers cannot 
demoralize, but will enable itsobjects to 

_, help themselves. 

On another page are printed views of Tree 
View Farm, the locality of the Summer 
Camp. It ts 800 fect above che level of the 
river on a broad plateau. It is reached from 
Elsah by wagon. A good team and convey- 
ance will be provided to take the children 
and their mothers and provisions from the 
landing to the camp. The trip to Elsah by 
boat, a distance of thirty-eight miles, will be 
a delightful first chapter for the little ones. 
The mile ride from Elsah is through the 
most picturesque and romantic portion of 
the Piasas, 

It will be for the sick ones and their tired | 
mothers like entrance into paradise. At the 
camp they will have everything that 
is necessary to comfort, including 
intelligent supervision and sxilled medical 
attendance. They will have for luxuries 
only the freedom and the refuge on the 
plateau of the Piasas, the rést and food 
without stint. :

matter what the caption of the ticket 
under’ which their names were 
printed. Otherwise the demurrer was 
overruled and the defendants were ordered 
to answer plaintiffs’ petition by next Tues- 
Gay. This decision virtually leaves the may- 
oralty out of the contest. While it may per- 
mit arecount of the ballots, it precludes a 
trial of the question of the legality of the 
tickets. Mayor Stephens’ majority was so 
large that a recount could not affect his 
election. There is a possibility, however, 
that the result of the contest 
for City Attorney and City Treasurer may be 
changed by a recount. As the matter now 
stands the result of the election contests 
hinges upon the evidence as to error or fraud 
in the count that may be introduced at the 
trial.

Special Examiner Albert, with seven assist 
ants, has been investigating the pension 
frauds committet in and around Norfolk, 
Va., by Attorney W. R. Drury, 
and B. A. Richardson, a notary. 
The state of affairs discovered dy Albert and 
his aides casts into a shadow any pension 
swindles ever before investigated. As the re- 
sult of the evidence taken in about 225 cases 
all but five or six will be stricken from the 
rolls. The amount involved approximates 
$100,000 in addition to the enormous saving to 
the Government due tothe wiping out of 200, 
claims already allowed. Besides the cases 
dropped from the rolls a large number of 
claims now on file will be summarily re- 
jected. 

The story of Drury’s Operations was told 
at the time the swindles were discovered, 
The Drurys and Richardson, who aided 
Drury by lending him his notorial seal, are 
under arrest. The specific charge against 
Drury, Sr., is forging essential evidence in 
pension cases. The affidavits wereall pre- 
paid and signed by the son and Drury’s 
nephew, a young man named  Oher- 

In a t majority of 

cases the pensioners were un- 
aware that ciaims had been made in 
thelr names until the claims were allowed. 

In addition to the charge of fraudulently 
obtaining pensions Drury will also be held to 
account for violating the law by collecting 


twice the legal attorney fee in nearly every 


case. The law allows $10, but

DISEASE-BREEDING NUISANCES. 


Alleys, Lots and Cess Pools Which Need 
Looking After to Prevent a Cholera 
Scare—Eda Butler Discusses His Gar- 
bage Contracts and States the Number 
‘of Carts He Has. 


While the new Health Commissioner is 
issuing daily manifestoes and devising 
schemes for electric and Dalloon routes 
between the dispensary and the various 
city hospitals there arenumberless alleys, 
yards and vacant lots reeking with garbage 
and filth to which he might more advan- 
tageously turn his attention. 

The city has had enough of theoretical 
work and the genéral impression is that it is 
about time to drop the penand take up the 
broom, hoe, rake and shovel. Complaints 
still pour into the Post-DisPaTcH office from 
all sections ofthecity askingthat garbage 
be removed, gutters and drains cleaned and 
disease- breeding cess- pools abated. 

In the vicinity of Cabanne and Chestnut 
streets there has been a general complaint 
against the non-removal of garbage. 

This should be done according to law by 
the garbage contractor at least three times a 
week. It is well Known that of late it has 
not been done once a week. 

The same complaint comes from several 
portions of North Jefferson avenue, froma 
number of points along Oass avenue and 
O’Fallon street, west of Sixteenth, and also 
from several streets in the southern part of 
the city. One ot the most outrageous nuis- 
ance, which the Health Commissioner might 
remedy, if he would take the time to 
inspect it, is . located in the south- 
ern portion of the city, between 
Osage and Gascondde streets and Fennsyl- 
vania and Michigan avenues. There are two 
aisty dairies located there, and all the drain- 
age from the accumulations of manure and 
filth in and around them flows ot on an ad- 
joining lot, which js lower ground, end has 
there formed a perfect cesspool.

George W. Chapman, on of Wesley 
Snel a retired farmer of Carthage, has 
just returned from Liberia, where for some 
years he bas been acting asa missionary for 
the Free Methodist Church of America. He 
has given up his work in that republic from 
tus fact that the climate is so full of malaria 
and nolsomeness that he cannot longer re- 
main there. He is also very much discour- 
aged with the outlook in a moral point of 
“view. Rev. Mr. Chapman states that he 
made a ſew converts among the natives. 
Their tendency is towards barbarism, and il 
iscertainly wonderful with what alacrity 
they adopt the vices of the whites who may 
reside there or come among them. It is as 
remarkable how easily certain whites,espec- 
fally of the female sex, adopt the customs 
and vices ot the natives. 

Rev. Mr. Chapman telis some remarkable 
‘things concerning the peopleof that country. 
The Liberians, ex-slaves and their descend - 
ants, are the principal people of the repub- 
lic, Dut not by any means the majority. 
Disease and death has reduced their popula- 
tion since the foundation of the republicin 
1847, It might be of interest to state a few 
historical facts in regard to this country. 
The territory of the republic extends from 
longitude 6.64 to 12.22 west. The length of 
the coast is about 500 miles, the average 
breadth of the territory about 100 miles. The 
American Colofiigation Society, of which 
Henry Clay was ident, was formed in 
1816, for the purpose of founding a colony of 
emancipated negroes, and giving them 
self-government. The first attempt failed 
on account of an unhealthy locality, but in 
December, 1821, a treaty was concluded with 
the native princes by which a tract of land 
fit for the purpose was acquired. 

The association immediately began opera- 
tions, and allotted to each man thirty acres 
of land, with the means of cultivating it. In 
time several towns were founded, among 
them Monrovia, now the capital, Baldwell, 
Edina and some legser places, Many of the 
ne ring chiefs were received into the 

‘Others werqsubdued. In 1847-Liberia 
— to its own Fesources, declared an in- 
dependent republic and the government 
committed to a president, senate, and house 
of representatives. The President and Rep- 
resentatives are elected for two, and the 
Senators for four years, all citizens being 
qualified electors when they reach 21 years 
ofage and possess realestate. The judicial 
power is vested {a one supreme and several 
subordinate courts. 

Rev. Mr. Chapman, who married Miss Mary 
Weems,an editress on the St. Louis Vanguard, 
in 1888, went with his wife in September of 
that year asa missionary to Liberia, having 
headquarters at Monrovia. He states that 
the original population of Liberians—those 
emiancipated slaves sent to that country— 
was about 50,000, butthe population has 
dwindled down now to only about 16,000. The 
‘native population is about 75,000. Very few 
whites live in Liberia, and even if they chose 
todo sothe malaria would carry them off. 

He notes a. few cases of intermarriage 
among the whites and Liberians, one being 
that of a German white witha negro. A few 
white traders brave the climate and reap a 
rich reward gn 
from the ignorant natives, who exchange 
their ivory and other valuables for worthless 
trinkets and the vilest kind of rum. 

Ourrent histories of the progress and de- 
velopment of Liberia do not correspond 
exactly with Mr: Chapman’s statements.

the week have been the decision of the New 
York banks to issue clearing-house certifi- 
cates the high rates for call loans, the very 
sharp drop in sterling exchange and the con- 
tinuation of the heavy shipments ef currency 
from this city. Of these features, a cursory 
view would regard the drop in sterling as 
being the only favorable feature, but upon 

refiection it will be seen that none of them is 
ofa nature which does not make for better 
times. 

The action of the 
suing clearing-house certificates was 

most decisive step. It was 
hardly anticipated by the financial commu- 
nity at large, and at first was calculated to 
produce the impression that matters were 
worse than had been feared. The presidents 
ofthe New York banks, however, and es. 
pecially the members of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the clearing house, @ccupy from 
their position very high ground in the finan- 
cial landscape. They have learned from the 
lesson ot former times of money stringency 
that it is better to de prepared for all 
emergencies than to take action after the 
event. The wisdom of their action has been 
amply proven by the decided improvement 
in feeling which resulted in both the financial 
and commercial world. Their action means, 
in brief, that no business house or bank 
which can show itself to be solvent will be 
allowed to fall. 

A sharp contrast to their action, and one 
not without certain elements of grim humor, 
is found in the decision of the Chicago banks 
that the situation at that point does not 
necessitate similar action on the part of the 
clearing house there. Visiting financiers 
from that interesting, but young city, were 
very certain iu their assurances to the New 
York bankers a few months ago that Chicago 
was quite avle to take care of itself and for 
that matter, of the West, too. Chicago has, 
in fact, been accustoming itself to regard it- 
selfasthe rapidly coming financial center. 
Its banks have of recent years in fact been 
the main depositories of the banks of the 
smaller Western towns. The growth of the

BALLS. FOR THE AMERICAN COLONY. 


The Emoluments of His Office Only Suffi- 
ctent to Cover His Expenses—Some 
Former Ministers Have Entertained 
Very Lavishly, but Poor Ones Wisely 
Decline. . 


Paris, June 2.—The recently appointed Am- 
bassador from the United States to Paris, the 
Hon, James G. Eustis, has sent a thrill of 
woe through the ranks of . the American 
colony in Paris by his announcement to an 
English newspaper reporter that he did 
not mean to give entertainments during his 
tenure of office. Mr. Eustis frankly and 
wisely gives the community to understand 
that, not being a gentleman of 
large private fortune as were his 
immediate predecessors, Messrs. Coolidge 
and Whitelaw Reid, and the ambassadorial 
salary being inadequate to meet any extra 
expenses, he will be compelled to forego the 
pleasure of inviting his countrypeople or his 
French friends and acquaintances to any fes- 
tival of his providing. A similar privation and 
tor a similar reason checked the hospitality 
of Minister McLane. It is indeed 
a trying process for any gentle- 
man of limited means to accept 
the position of Ambassador, either to Lon- 
don or to Paris. When the Hon. John Welsh 
of Philadeiphia filled the former post (then 
that of Minister) he told me that his salary 
exactly covered his hbusehold expenses. The 
cost of his equipage, of the entertainments 
that he gave, of his daughter’s toilets, etc., 
were all paid for out of his private fortune. 
He was a wealthy man, so that he was weil 
able to meat he expenses thus incurred. But 
it seems to me that one of these great 
ambassadorial positions is something of the 
nature of the white elephant which Eastern 
potentates were wont to bestow upop some 
countries who had incurred their displeasure 
or on some Kinsman who threatened to 
become a rival, and which ; speedily disposed 
of the claims of the delinquent by eating 
him out of house and home. 

If Mr. Eustis desires to pass through the 
ordeal of his ambassadorial residence at Paris 
with the exercise of a reasonable degree 
of economy, he could do no better than to 
study the style of living adopted by his pred- 
ecessor of twenty years back, Mr. Elihu 
Washourne, during the closing years of that 
gontleman's stay in Paris. The distin- 
guished Illinoisian was by far too able a 
financier to waste his substance in dialing 
and wining his celebrated countrypeople 
that chanced to come abroad, or in throwing 
open the ministerial residence for 
the delectation of the American 
colony in Paris. In fact, half the 
time there was no ministerial residence in 
Paris at all. Mrs. Washburne and her chil- 
dren repaired in search of health to some one 
of the summer or winter health resorts in 
Europe and the Minister himself lodged in 
one ofthe back rooms of the officesof the 
Legation, where a cot bedstead and small 
washstand had been installed for his accom- 
modation, and took his meals at a small 
American boarding - house. The sim- 
plicity of American institutions never re- 
cefved in Paris a more striking illustration. 

Of late years the American colony has been 
a good deal spoiled by the splendid hbospital- 
ity exercised by the United States ministers. 
The bomes and equipages. the dinner parties 
and balls and receptions of Messrs. L. P. 
Morton and Whitelaw Reid, and the toilets 
and diamonds of their wives were nothing 
short of regal. Another one of our mizisters 
entertained charmingly, but his hospitality 
had a curious freak in it. It is a point of 
official etiquette that if any person gets up a 
dinner party in honor of the American Minis- 
ter and his family, that the giver or givers of 
such entertainments shall be invited to din- 
nerinreturn. This in several instances the 
Minister in question failed to do, and a cer- 
tain degree of heart-burning amongst the 
hosts and hostesses so ignored was the nat- 
ural result. However, when once a 
Minister has retired into private 
life, such little contretemps of his offieial 
career matter nothing to him any more. As 
the daughter of a removed Minister who had 
been a good deal commented upon for never 
entertaining remarked one day with singular 
frankness, ‘*‘We have saved all the money 
we were expected to spend in giving balls 
and dinner parties, and if we had spent it 
we should not be a particle Detter off to- 
day. Which certainly was a fact. 

However, it must be confessed that the 
Americans in Paris, either the permanent 
residents or the transients, are far from be- 
ing exacting concerning the amount and 
style of ministerial entertainments, They 
like to go to the house of their Minister (now 
Ambassador), and thatisall. Once a week 
the ladies of the family are expected to be at 
home tocallers throughout the after nooh. 
If to these informal day receptions an even- 
ing one of the same nature once 
a week is added, the duties of 
official hospitality are looked upon as being 
amply fulfilled, 

The late Mrs. John Bigelow, both as the 
wife of the American C@nsul-General and 
afterwards of the Minister (her husband be- 
ing promoted tothe latter post on the death 
of Mr. Dayton) left behind her a reputation 
for entertaining continuously and deligut- 
fully, by simply throwing open her house 
on one evening per week to all 
fer friends and acquaintances. As a 
rule the refreshments on sse occasions 
were limited to an Ameberican pitcher 
of iced water. Butthere was always some 
one at hand to play the piano for dancing, or 
some one of the American students of sing- 
ing in Paris (far less numerous, however, in 
those days than they are at presegt) would

It is a great mistake for any American ac- 
credited to an official position in Paris to 
take up his residence ina suite of furnished 
apartments. Except in ‘the case of Mr. 
Whitelaw Reid, who was not only a wealthy 
man, but was backed financially by the 
colossal fortune of iis father-in-law, Mr. D. 
O. Mills, I have never known or such an 
an arrangement being made that, in three 
years’ time, the official did not regret it. 
The suite of apartments or private hotel 
that can be rented unfurnished for from 
$1,200 to $2,000 per annum, cost, furnished, 
from one-third to twice as mutch. The fee to 
the concierge ofthe house in which the fur- 
nishéd apartment is located is usually $10 per 
month. For the tenants who have furnished 
their own abode, 1 per cent per annum on the 
rent is the recognized fee. It is, of course, a 
great temptation for the new comer to fix 
upon à residence where the vexed question 
of furniture is entirely settiea, and where he 
has nothing more to do than to walk in and 
hangup his hat. But, as the months and 
years roll on, the extra sums paid for the use 
ofthe furniture go on accumulating. And 
when the offictal in question returns home be 
has nothing to show for the money so ex-

Unfounded Fear That the Wor 
Some Day Be Crowded.

Periodically the (to thé uninformed) some- 
whatalarming statementis made that the 
population of this globe increases too rapidly 
and, it unchecked ,that ultimately there wil 
not be even standing room. The statement 
has about ita piausibility that recommends it 
to those who accept as truths alli the utter- 
ances of the scientists of this and past ages. 

If we consult history we find that decadence 
of population is as common as increase. 
Europe, as a whole, is so far theonly conti- 
nent which at present has a larger popula- 
tion than ever befare, but some parts of it, 
Greece, European Turkey, Italy, Spain, for 
instance, contained larger populations than 
now. 

The ruins of cities discovered in South 
America, Central America, Mexico and some

peoples, now extinct, have lived in these 
tountries. 

The population of China and India once 
was larger than now, and in Persia, Syria, 
Asia Minorand Babylonia, where once great 
and populous cities flourished, we now find 
squalid villages and barren wastes. 

In ancient times Northern Africa contained 
a larger population than now, and the Nile 
Valley holds at present but a fraction ofa 
once enormous population. 

It is claimed that population doubles every 
twenty-five years, but if this be true how is 
it that this earth, after the millions of years 
it has been inhabited, is yetso thinly popu- 
‘lated? How eis it that entire families, who 
never knew want and deprivation, so often 
become extinct? What is the. reason that 
the nobility of England is dying gut, and the 
House of Lords cannot recruit itself from 
scions of its own household? 

In Italy the descendants of Columbus are 
but a handful, and in China, where the des- 
cendanhts of Contfucias still exist and enjoy 
all the privileges they desire, what do we 
find? ® 

According to the doubling-in-twenty-five-. 
years process they should, 2,150 years after 
the death of Confucius in the reign of 
Kanghi, have numbered 859,559,193, 106, 709, - 
670, 193, 710,528 souls, but instead of such a pre- 
posterous number they counted only 11,000 
males, or about 28,000 souls. 

The Smithsonian report for 1873 informs us 
that China has 119 people to the square mile, 
Saxony, 442; Belgium, 441, England, 422; the 
Netherlands, 291; Italy, 234. Japan, 283; 
8 India, 132; Further India, 2; Cey- 
lon, 97. 

The population of the world, in round 
numbers, is 1,400,000,000, an average of only 
twenty-seven to the square mile. 

This vast number could be transferred to 
the State of Texas and each man, woman 
and child could receive half an acre of 
ground, Raving the rest of the earth free for 
a play ground. 

In spite of this our crowded tenements, 
where young and old are suffering for lack 
of space and a high rate of mortality among 
children apparently prove that there are al- 
ready too many people on motherearth.

The two candidates for Deaconesses’ orders 
were Miss Sarah Abbott and Mrs. 
Wendler, who were presented by Mrs. Kate 
M. Rhoades, Superintendent of the Home.
